Ramsay MacDonald Finds

LONDON, July 5—Tisc question of 
salaries has begun to worry Creat 
Britain's new Labor parliamentarian 
and as a result of discussion on the 
matter the country at large is awgk- 
ening to the fact that its government 
heretofore has been in the hands of 
wealthy men 

Prime Minister Ramsay 
slated yesterday in the common 
had increased the salary of 
Hon. J. H. Thomas, lord privy 
from the £2,000 (about $10,000) he 
drew at that post, to £5,000 (about 
$25,000), because of extra duties un- 
dertaken as minister ijn charge of em- 
ployment, 

Salaries Too Low 

There had been some discussion on 
the paucity of the salaries .of the 
prime minister and the chancellor of 
the exchequer, which are only £5,000 
(about $25,000) each, barely enough 
to keep up the official residences in 
Downing street. This was a matter 
of little concern when the office hold- 
ers were wealthy men, but the situa- 
tion is far different in the Labor 
regime 

In the last Labor government the 
ministers pooled their salaries for the 
benefit of all, but as fdr as is known 
this has not been done in the present 
instance, 

Until Laborites began to appear in 
parliament, members of the commons 
were not paid at all. Then a salary 
of £400 (about $2,000) annually was 
instituted for members. This sum was 
adequate before the war but today is 
sufficient only to pay pocket expenses 
of the ordinary “M.P.’ 

Labor Peers Hit 

Discussion was also entered into in 
the matter of Labor representation in 
the house of lords, Responsible jour- 
nals not adhering to Labor principles, 
Suggest a reform be instituted making 
it possible for Mr. MacDonald to cre- 
ate life peerages only to increase the 
party's representatives there 

This would prevent sadding of heirs 
of the newly created peers with diffi- 
culties of maintaining their position 
without adequate means. There are 
at present only 11 Labor peers.

Here and there you will see a pea 
sant wearing his fur cap even /\ the 
hot sun, Still more unseasonable in 
the baked streets are peasants with 
sheepskin coats, invariably displaying 
great rents. Some of the men in the 
streets wear velvet jackets and light 
waistcoats with colored threads of 
fancy patierns. It is a rare and re- 
freshing sight to see garments that 
are not commonplace in the rest ot 
the world. 

‘The Russians are not finicky about 
Appearance, I have seen the head- 
master of a large school who must 
have gone unshaven for three or four 
days, Yet though a few days’ growin 
ts left on the facs there are few who 
grow beards in the old Russian style 
Many men have their heads cropped 
so closely that they look as hairless 4s 
eggs. Among the peasantry the booty 
are true to the Russian pictorial tvpe 
the tops coming up to the knees. This 
footwear is needed for I have had un 
pleasant experience of the seas of 
mud all round and in the villages. 

Many Soldiers 

At least half of the men one secs 
in the busier parts of Moscow are 
soldiers, polleemen or Government 
employees of some kind, as shown by 
their wearing of the Soviet badge of 
hammer and tne sickle.

Chinese Merchants 

The street trading does not neces- 
sarily represent a breakaway from the 
general State monopoly, The retailers 
Obtain their supplies from State 
wholesalers and often the kiosks be« 
long to societies which provide 14 .ns 
of livelihood for disabled men or their 
dependants. ‘There are hundreds of 
Chinése in Moscow streets selling var- 
fous kinds of goods and specia\eing 
in leather work and imitation |<arls, 
Though there are such displays of 
goods in the streets the shop windows 


are strikingly bare and there are 
sparse stocks of goods inside the 
shops. Perhaps it is because they 


have not goods to display that they 
cover their windows with pictures of 
Lenin and other Socialist heroes. At 
certain hours of the day there are long 
lines of people outside the food chops, 
The shops themselves are crowded 
and the assistants may be seen serv- 
ing customers as fast as they can 
work. It must be very annoying to 
line up every day for shopping but 
these “bread lines" do not indicate 
famine conditions, or even privation 
in the necessaries of life. I have 
watched these people and they show 
none of the dejection of the queues of 
unemployed who attend daily to re- 
ister themselves or draw the dole at 
bor Exchanges in England. 

The streets of Moscow are paved 
with cobble stones which make it a 
torture for tender feet to have to cross 
the road. The rate of depreciation of 
rubber tires must be enormous, Not 
that there are many tires, Taxis and 
private motors are rarities and there 
are only a few motor busses, but there 
is an excellent service of trams, The 
service is excellent in the sense that 
there are frequent trams to all parts 
of the city, but they are always over- 
crowded and one js unusually fortun- 
ate if one gets a seat. The peculiarly 
Russian form of locomotion is the 
droshky, a tiny open horse-drawn 
vehicle with two high wheels, faintly 
reminiscent of an Irish jnunting car, 
except that the droshky does not 
adequately provide seating accom- 
modation for more than one person. 
Moscow {s plentifully. provided with 
green open spaces where people sit 
and watch the children play and listen 
to the music and propaganda from the 
radio loud-speakers. I must be dlf- 
ferent. in winter, but in May when I 
was there, the streets of Moscow were 
more full of life than those of any city 
I have ever seen,

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BROADENING ; 
In the last three months 1019 entries 
were made for homesteads in the Edmon- 
ton land district. The wild land thus 
brought into line for cultivation is equal 
to the area of seven townships, a strip of 
country six miles wide and forty-two 
miles long. At twenty-five bushels to the 
acre, that area would produce more than 
4,000,000 bushels of wheat in a season, 
This helps to explain why more store 
buildings and houses are being erected in 
Edmonton. 5 


FURTHER BOOST DEMANDED 


The new tariff bill approved by the 
House of Representatives at Washington 
raises the duty on wool from 31 cents a 
pound to 34 cents. Wool growers of the 
United States are demanding that the 
Senate increase the increase to 36 cents. 
If the Senate runs true to form it is likely 
to concede the demand. 

Canada last year exported 5,000,000 
pounds of wool to the United States, val- 
ued at $1,800,000. The amount is not 
large, and it 's probably Australian rather 
than Canadian wool the U. S. grow>rs are 
thinking about. Their action is a further 
demonstration that the duty against our 
farm products is likely to be made more, 
rather than less, than President Hoover 
proposed, 


BRITAIN A 


1D RUSSIA’ 

The governments of the dominions 
have been notified that the Macdonald 
Government intends to re-establish diplo- 
matic relations between Britain and So- 
viet Russia. Premier Macdonald evident- 
ly feels that his proposal might gain moral 
support in Britain if the dominions took 
the same course, In any case he is act- 
ing in accord with the principle that the 
Mbvernments of the Empire should keep 
each other posted as to their dealings with 
foreign countries, 

It is searcely probable that Ottawa 
will invite the Soviet to send another rep- 
resentative to Canada. The last “Red” 
agent was not kicked out because of what 
happened in London, but because he used 
his position to disseminate revolutionary 
propaganda in Canada, Since he departed 
there has been little evidence that Moscow 
has found other effective means for carry- 
ing on disruptive tactics here, And Cana- 
dians are much less interested in the Rus- 
sian market than are the manufacturing 
interests in Great Britain. 


MORE MEMBERS 


The redistribution committee is said 
to favor giving Peace River another mem- 
ber in the legislature. The U. F, A. organ- 


ization in the district thinks two more 
members are required. The committee 
cannot recommend an addition of more 
than three members to the assembly. 


There are other constituencies which are 
unwieldy in area and growing rapidly in 
population, whose residents will properly 
enough feel that they, too, deserve larger 
representation, 

One thing is clear, The legislature will 
grow larger in numbers, not smaller, For 
many years there have been occasional 
demands that the membership be reduced. 
There never was much chance of that be- 
ing done. It has never yet been done in a 
Canadian legislature. Wiping their con- 
stituencies off the map ae legislating 
themselves out of office is not a weakness 
of Canadian legislators. And where con- 
stituencies are as large as they are in the 
northern and eastern sections of Alberta 
there is a legitimate claim for more—not 
less—representation. 

MUNICIPAL DEBTS 

Figures given out by the bureau of sta- 
listics at Ottawa show that Alberta cities, 
towns and villages have run farther into 
lebt than those of any other province, ex- 
cepting British Columbia. By way of bal- 
ancing the score, Alberta rura! municipali- 
ties carry a lighter load per head than 
those of any other province. British Col- 
umbia has all other provinces beaten on 
both counts; the urban 
there having accumulated liabilities of 
$285.30 per head, while the rural muni- 
cipalities have acquired debts running to 
$167.73 per head of the farming commu- 
nity 

Alberta townsfolk are responsible for 
municipal borrowings amounting

$245.94 per capita, while the indebtedness 
of Alberta rural municipal corporations 
amounts to only 12 cents per head, The 
latter figure is interesting in view of the 
proposal to establish counties in this pro- 
vince. Whatever else the county councils 
might do, if they did anything, it may be 
taken that they would borrow money. The 
trifling municipal debt which the Aiberta 
farmer now carries is in large measure due 
to the lack of county machinery—and its 
expenditure. If the machinery is created, 
the expenditure will have to be counted on,
